Ohio senators: 2 views of tax reform 


Portman and Brown couldn't be more different in outlook

WASHINGTON — Over- 
hauling taxes is all about 
incomes and jobs, about 
who gets helped the most 
if taxes come down. But 
indirectly next week, the 
tax overhaul moving to the 
Senate will offer another 


view — one of two Ohioans 
whose opinions on tax mat- 
ters could hardly be more 
different. 

Sens. Sherrod Brown and 
Rob Portman seldom de- 
bate on the same stage, but 
as members of the Senate 
Finance Committee, which 
has primary jurisdiction 
over taxes, each will make 


crystal clear to Ohioans ex- 
actly where he stands. And 
their stances will be quite 
different. 

The Senate tax bill was 
just released Thursday, and 
some of the details are still 
being assessed. There are 
similarities to the House 
of Representatives bill, 
which came out last week 


and after nearly a week of 
debate, got party-line ap- 
proval in the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 
Both bills would have big 
tax cuts but would phase 
them in differently, and the 
bills differ on some deduc- 
tions and credits. 

Brown, a Democrat, and 
Portman, a Republican, 


tend to agree on less ideo- 
logical matters, like the 
need to fight the opioid 
epidemic and to testify in 
trade hearings on behalf of 
Ohio companies with griev- 
ances against foreign com- 
petitors. Brown backs Port- 
man’s bill to crack down 
on child sex predators and 
the Internet operators that 
serve as proxies for pimps.

4th veterans mural dedication today

The last of four large 
veteran-related mu- 
rals, representing con- 
flicts from World War II 
through the current bat- 
tles in Iraq and Afghan- 
istan, will be dedicated 
in an 11 a.m. ceremony 
today — Veterans Day, 
Nov. 11 — at the site in 
downtown Amherst, 248 
Park Ave. 

The murals have been 
painted on the side of a 
building over the past 
six years by artist Mike 
Sekletar. 

They depict the iconic 
flag-raising on Iwo Jima 
during World War II, a 
montage of images repre- 
senting the Korean War, 
and a reproduction of a 
painting, “Reflections” 
by Lee Teter, of a man 
grieving at the Vietnam 
Memorial Wall. 

The latest work is ded- 
icated to the war in Iraq 
in Afghanistan, honoring 


Lorain County combat- 
ants who were lost in that 
conflict. 

These include Air 
Force Airman 1st Class 
Eric Barnes, killed in 
Iraq in 2007; Army Sgt. 
Benjamin Biskie, killed 
in action in 2003; Army 
Spc. Jason Cox, killed 
in Iraq in 2008; Marine 


Lance Cpl. Ryan Giese, 
killed in Afghanistan in 
2011; Marine Lance Cpl. 
David Hall, killed in Iraq 
in 2009; Army Sgt. Bruce 
Horner, killed in action 
in 2007; Army Staff Sgt. 
James Hunter, killed in 
2010 in Afghanistan; 
Army Capt. Michael 
Medders, killed in 2008 


in Iraq; Army Sgt. Daniel 
Shepherd, killed in action 
in 2004; Army Sgt. Nor- 
man Tollett, killed in Iraq 
in 2007; Army Sgt. Louis 
Torres, killed in action in 
2012; and Army Master 
Sgt. Robert West, killed 
in Iraq in 2006.

Trump 


pushes 
‘America 
Ist’ agenda 


Leaders at summit 
hear forceful message

DANANG, VIETNAM — Pres- 
ident Donald Trump stood 
before a summit of Asian 
leaders keen on regional 
trade pacts and delivered 
a roaring “America first” 
message Friday, denouncing 
China for unfair trade prac- 
tices just a day after he had 
heaped praise on President 
Xi Jinping in Beijing. 

“We are not going to let 
the United States be taken 
advantage of anymore,” 
Trump told CEOs on the 
sidelines of the Asia-Pacific 
Economic Cooperation con- 
ference. “I am always going 
to put America first, the 
same way that I expect all of 
you in this room to put your 
countries first.” 

The president — who pulled 
the United States out of the 
Pacific Rim trade pact known 
as the Trans-Pacific Partner- 
ship — said the U.S. would no 
longer join “large agreements 
that tie our hands, surrender 
our sovereignty and make 
meaningful enforcement prac- 
tically impossible.” 

Instead, he said, the U.S. 
will pursue one-on-one trade 
deals with other nations that 
pledge fair and reciprocal 
trade. 

As for China, Trump said 
he’d spoken “openly and di- 
rectly” with Xi about the na- 
tion’s abusive trade practices 
and “the enormous trade 
deficits they have produced 
with the United States.” 

It was a stark change in 
tone from the day before, 
when Trump was Xi’s guest 
of honor during a state visit 
in Beijing.

Fairfax neighborhood 


New kind of pharmacy is coming to remedy food desert

Fairfax is a proud com- 
munity, a God-fearing com- 
munity, a community of 
neighbors, workers there 
say. It’s also a community 
in need. 

On the city’s East Side, 
bordering Hough and 
Woodland Hills, the Fair- 
fax neighborhood is one of 


the areas that the Cuyahoga 
County Board of Health’s 
Creating Healthy Communi- 
ties program and the county 
Planning Commission have 
identified as a food desert, 
an impoverished area with 
limited access to a grocery 
store. 

Sixty-six percent of its 
residents live below the pov- 
erty line, according to U.S. 
Census Bureau numbers, 


and some live up to 2 miles 
from a grocery store. 

To meet that nutritional 
need, University Hospitals’ 
Otis Moss Jr. Health Center 
will launch a food pharmacy 
early next year. A new con- 
cept to the Cleveland area, 
the food pharmacy will pro- 
vide patients with healthy 
food to try to combat sys- 
temic health problems. 

For example, a nutri- 


tionist will give prescrip- 
tions for a week’s worth of 
healthy food to those with 
diabetes or hypertension. 
The patient will then take 
the prescription to the food 
pharmacy upstairs and be 
given free food. 
“Obviously, there’s a 
relationship between di- 
et-related issues and ac- 
cess to healthy foods,” 
said Amanda Osborne, a 


community development 
educator for OSU Exten- 
sion-Cuyahoga County, 
who has worked with local 
partners on food access in 
the county. “We have in- 
creasing rates of diabetes 
and hypertension and obe- 
sity. All of that is related to 
access to food, particularly 
access to healthy food.” 
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
